HOW TO PLANT TULIPS 


Tulip bulbs are planted in the fall and 
early winter. The general rule is to set them 
4 to 6 inches deep, and about 5 to 8 inches 
apart. However, they can be planted as deep 
as 10 to 12 inches if you care to go to that 
much trouble. The deeper you plant them 
the better they will do, particularly when you 
intend to leave the bulbs in the ground for 
several years. An average good garden soil 
with some commercial fertilizer worked in it 
before planting, will produce excellent 
blooms. It is not necessary to dig up the 
bulbs every year. They may be left in the 
ground as long as they bloom well.

HYACINTHS — for Yndoor Culture 


YACINTHS are also useful for winter flowermg indoors. They are not difficult to force if a few simple rules are fol- 
lowed. Pot them in good rich soil just as soon as you receive them, either singly in 4-inch pots or three or more bulbs 
in larger pots or bulb-pans. They can then be set outside in a coldframe or in a cool cellar. After several weeks examine 

the pot or pan. If it is pretty well filled with roots, bring it indoors to a moderate temperature between 50 and 60° F. Don’t 
give too much light at first. After a week or two the bulbs can be exposed to full light and more heat. If they are not given 
ample time for root development, the result will be weak foliage, short stems, and imperfect flower spikes. 


GROWING HYACINTHS IN WATER 


Open the bags upon arrival and put in a cool, dry place until December 1. The preferred storage temperature is 50° 
F. but 60° F. ts allowable. 

Before placing the bulbs on Hyacinth glasses or Mason jars, the root base must be cleaned, so that all residue and old 
roots are removed. Fill the glasses with clean, cool water until the root base is touched. The glasses or jars are then placed 
in a cool, dark closet or cellar until the 
top growth is 4 inches above the bulb. 
This takes about eight weeks. The pre- 
ferred temperature is not over 50° F., 

When 4 inches of top growth has 
been made, the glasses may be taken 
to a north window in the living-room, 
and if necessary some water can be 
added; never change the water com- 
pletely. Hold the temperature to not 
over 70° F. and avoid too much direct 
sunlight.

The best time to plant 
them is late summer through early fall. Poppies should be 
planted deeper than the general run of perennials. Set the 
crowns approximately 2 inches below the level of the ground. 
Mulch the first winter after planting with excelsior, pine branches, 
or other material of similar nature. This mulch should not be 
applied until the ground is frozen, possibly November to De- 
cember, depending on the locality. The plants offered here are 
strong, fteld-grown specimens and should bloom satisfactorily 
next year.

Choose a sunny location that gets good 
drainage. Dig deep, and use some well-rotted cow manure or a commercial fertilizer to enrich the soil. Bonemeal is also 


recommended. 


The best months for setting out Peonies are September and October. Be careful not to place them too deep, for deep 
planting may keep them from blooming. The eyes should be only 2 mches below the soil surface. A Bordeaux mixture 
spray will control diseases that occasionally attack Peonies.

as a protection for the fruit. 


In pickmg the fruit it is best to delay until the dew dries off or until the berries are dry, as they will hold up longer.

OR JUNE ROSES 


In this class large flowers, fragrance, disease 
resistance, and strong growth are outstanding 
features. While most varieties bloom only m 
June and July, many will repeat throughout 
the summer and fall, and a few even repeat 
heavily enough to rival some of the Hybrid 
Teas. Those that repeat are marked (R). 

Hybrid Perpetuals spaced 21% to 3 feet apart 
can be grown as bedding Roses at a height of 
3 to 4 feet, or allowed to grow into shrubs up to 
6 feet tall. A few of the most vigorous can be 
trained as pillars, giving wonderful displays ef 
bloom in June and July. They also make fine 
specimen plants on the lawn. If wanted for 
bedding, prune te 15 to 18 inches; for shrubs, 
2 feet or over. For a pillar Rose, allow the plant 
to grow as tall as desired, then cut out only dead 
wood or enough to keep the bush within bounds.

EVERBLOOMING CLIMBING HYBRID TEA ROSES 


In Southern States these bear huge crops of 
Hybrid Tea flowers all season, but farther north 
they often do not bloom later than May or June 
and are not always hardy. In these cclder 
regions they may be wintered over by untying 
the canes from their supports, loosening the 
roots on one side, then laying the canes on top 
of the ground and covering them with 6 inches 
of soil. In pruning, keep both old and new 
wood, cutting out only dead or exhausted canes.
